home account ot the obsequies of our late 
President at Washington city on Wednes- 
day, the 19th ult., has already appeared in 
our paper. Some incidents and a descrip- 
tion of some of the scenes on the route of 
the funeral train, gleaned from exchanges, 
will no doubt be of interest. At eight 
o'clock on Friday morning, the 21st, the 
funeral train left the Cap . al for Baltimore, 
preceded at a short interval by a pioneer 
engine, to guard against acc dents. The es- 

<-ort consisted of friends and relatives, a packed with people, jealously holding on 



somewhat discolored, the lips so tightly

sharp line. There was no evidence visible 
of the method of his death. The beard, 
which commenced at the lower part of the 
•hin, is about two inches in length, and the 
hair is brushed back from the forehead.. 
The body is clothed in a full suit of black; 
a black silk cravat encircles the neck, over 
which turns a narrow collar. 

But Maj. General Hunter, who came on 
with the body from Washington, took a po- 
sition at the right of the head of the coffin, 
thus standing at the head of the Htairs out- 
side the catalalco. For three hours he stood 
there, apparently without* fatigue, stern, 
stalwart, and, except when the occasion 
called for some movement, erect and im- 
movable as a statue. He wore his military 
coat, with brass buttons and shoulder-stars, 
a yellow sash over his breast, and his sword, 
which he held in its sheath, just in front of 
the head of the coffin. This was necessary 
from the eager desire of many women who 
passed bo touch the face of the dead Presi- 
dent, and even to kiss it. Gen. II unter was 
compelled a number of times to present 
his sheathed sword as a barrier to such un- 
usual and extravagant expressions of affec- 
tion.

IN CLEVELAND. 
It is questionable if even in the Eastern 
cities— with all their magnificence, all their 
practice in public ovations, all the sdven- 
tious appliances at their disposal— the 
funeral of the President was conducted 
with a more solemn grandeur, a more im- 
posing effect, than marked its arrival and 
progress in "the Forest City" of the West. 
Never in human history has there been so 
universal, so spontaneous, so profound, an 
expression of a nation's bereavment; and 
here, where civilization may be said to be 
but beginning to leave its track, the people 
uot only leel deeply, but have acquired the 
habit of giving the feeling external expres- 
sion, if we may so term it, in a manner that 
would reflect credit on older communities. 
In all the churches, without distinction of 
sect; in all the journals, without distinction 
of party; in all the workshops and count- 
ing-houses; from the stateliest mansion to 
the lowest hovel, there is but one utterance 
of sorrow — the one emblem of mourning; 
and Cleveland to-day may be taken as in- 
terpreting the feeling of the country, as 
well as representing, in an especial manner, 
the grief of the towns, villages and cities of

Congressional delegation, and the Illinois 
delegation. At 10 o'clock the remains were 
received in Baltimore, where the universal 
drapings of woe were matched by the black- 
ness of an inclement sky. A large proces- 
sion, chiefly military, accompanied the 
hearse to the Exchange, where, for a few 
hours only, the lace of the departed was ex- 
posed to public gaze. At 3 o'clock, the cor- 
tege proceeded to Harrisburg, being await- 
ed at every intermediate station bv mourn- 
ful, reverential crowds. The city streets, 
in spite of a falling rain, were densely 
thronged on the arrival at half-past eight 
In the evening. As before, the military es- 
corted the body to the State House, and the 
populace were admitted for a short time. 
< >n Saturday at 1 1 A. M.. the route was re- 
sumed toward Philadelphia. The line of 
the railroad exbited a total suspension of j 
labor, and affecting demonstrations of 
Heartfelt sorrow were everywhere visible. 
The cars reached their destination prompt- 
ly at 4 P. M .. but the procession was unac- 
countably delayed till I, so that in the dusk 
the effect of the pageant was almost wholly 
lost. The remains were placed in Inde- 
pendence Hall beside that Bell which was 
bidden in the Revolution ring out the le- 
gend inscribed upon it — "Proclaim Liberty 
throughout all the Laud unto all the In- 
habitants thereof.'' How its honest metal 
cracked in uttering a lie, is known to the 
world. Yet this dumb clay had taken up 
and repeated its proclamation, likewise 
with the penalty of being mute for ever. 
Eloquent spectacle of twin tongues at rest 
together! Thousands viewed the corpse 
that night by special invitation. Before 
daylight queues were formed in the street 
bv the general public, and, as the hours 
grew, the lines extended till they touched 
the Delaware on the east, and overlapped 
theafSchuylkill on the west. This extraor- 
dinary press continued, spite of hunger and 
fatigue, far into the night of Sunday. 

At 4 A. M. of Monday, the funeral party 
left Philadelphia for New York, which they 
reached at 10 o'clock, by the ferry at the 
fool of Desbrosses street. A small military 
escort, including the Seventh Regiment, at- 
tended the hearse to the Park, about which 
were gathered an immense multitude of 
spectators. On the steps of the City Hall 
were grouped the members of three German 
musical societies, who, as the coffin was 
borne through their midst to the rotunda, 
n- d their nine hundred manly voices in 
"the Pilgrim's Chorus, from Tannhauser, 
and Scbubery's Chorus of the Spirits. Op- 
posite the catafalque were hungtbe original 
sketch of the President, by Carpenter, for 
his historic picture of the Proclamation be- 
fore the Cabinet. Hiiher were let in de- 
•■ently and in order the citizens who had 
,-trength ami patience to approach the nar- 
row gate, and the stream continued till far 
into the morning. 

Tuesday morning the remains were es- 
corted to the Hudson river railroad depjt, 
by a monster procession, civic and military. 
l\o such display w as ever s en before in 
New York city. It was witnessed by a vast 
array of human beings, who crowded the 
line of its solemn march from pave- 
ment to roof. A feature of the procession 
the turnout of the colored people, 
were received along the streets with 
every manifestation of encouragement and 
respect. In Albanv, Buffalo, 'Cleveland, 
Columbus, ludianapolis, and Chicago, the

IN BALTIMORE. 

The crowd on the stro - <»n both fronts 
of the Exchange building, where the body 
was lying in state, was immense, and the 
M-ene very exciting. Women and children 
were jammed in, unable to get from the 
crowd, and several persona were more or 
Ian injured in this wsy, but happily none 
were seriously hurt. At one time, as the 
r- rowd surged to and fro, the scene was al- 
most indescribable. Women fainted, and 
were borne from the crowd; children were 
crving, and everything tended to cause 
alarm, but the military guard and the po- 
lice succeeded in preserving order, al- 
though in doing so there were several in- 
stances of slight injury from the bayonets 
of the soldiers.

The face was pale, sunken, and haggard.

frequently through great personal discom- 
fort, to every inch is distance gained. Fall- 
ing in at the foot of the line we press ahead, 
jostled, jammed, tread upon, soaked with 
rain, and defiled with mud, until we reach 
the entrance. Old men and young men, 
women with children in their arms, black 
people and white, all indiscriminately mix- 
ed up, and animated by the same motive- 
not the gratification of a morbid curiosity, 
but an earnest, loving desire to gaze for the 
last time on the features of a great and good 
man, whose patriotism, firmness, integrity, 
:<nd wisdom have carried the nation 
through perils only now l>eginning to be 
comprehended, and never to be encounter- 
ed again— a great and good man, doubly 
endeared because of the damning atrocity 
<>f the act which robbed us of our guide. 

Passing through the arches at the en- 
trance, we gain the vestibule, and in a mo- 
ment enter the chamber of death. 

APPEARANCE OF THE BODY. 
Silently, reverently, with uncovered 
heads, the throng approach the coffin, pass- 
ing in couples on either side, over a plat- 
form raised to afford a better view of the 
body. Everything is bushed to the still- 
ness of death, save the whispered admoni- 
tions of the attendants to "pass on." A 
flood of soft, mellow light is thrown by the 
chandeliers over the coffin, the lid ot which 
is removed from the head and chest, aff ord- 
ing a good view of the features. The face 
is much discolored, and shaved closely 
down to the upper part of the chin, show- 
ing beneath short, closely trimmed whis- 
kers, such as Mr. Lincoln has been accus- 
tomed to wear for some years. Although 
discolored, there is nothing of the repul- 
siveness of death visible in the dead Presi- 
dent's face. The expression is that of calm, 
placid contentment, as if he were enjoying 
an untroubled sleep, rather than 'hat of a 
person who has perished by violence. It 
is such an expression as is becoming to a 
man who leaves behind him no written 
liue which his friends could wish blotted 
out— no spoken word which they would 
care to have forgotten, and the record of no 
public act which was not calculated to ben- 
efit his fellow men— in sober truth that no- 
blest and rarest work of God, an honest 
man. 

The scene was solemn and impressive. 
The lips, around which were wont to 
wreathe the kindly smiles which made the 
plain, angular face of Mr. Lincoln so at- 
tractive, now sealed in death — the honest, 
frank eyes, so oftrn sparkling with the 
light of genial humor, or humid with the 
expression of a great and absorbing love 
for all of (iod's creatures, now forever dim- 
med and rayless — the beating of the great 
heart which ever throbbed with the kindli- 
est impulses stilled for all time — the touch- 
ing solemnity of the G uard of Honor, rang- 
ed in so;. -inn silence about the coffin — the 
sombre insignia of woe hung around the 
chamber of death— the sorrowful faces of 
the passing multitude, turned to catch one 
last, parting glimpse of the features never 
to be seen again on earth — all made the 
scene one not soon to be forgotteD. There 
were aged men and young girls who drop- 
ped a tear as they turned from that last 
look, and children, just entering the vesti- 
bule of life, upon whose young hearts will 
i>e ineffaceably impressed the sadness of 
this "closing scene.'' There were political 
opponents, who, in the mad rancor of par- 
tisan warfare have heaped upon the illus- 
trious patriot opprobrious epithets, in whose 
faces something very like remorse shone 
through the expression of sorrow, in whi<-h 
they were clothed. 

IN CHICAGO. 

The cortege arrived in Chicago at 12 
o'clock on Monday. The corps was borne 
into the Court House about 1 o'clock on 
Monday afternoon, and passed by the 
whole pro*«ssion of about forty thousand 
jieopl**. The doors were then closed till t> 
o'clock in order to allow the body to be put 
in order. The doors were then thrown open, 
and the coffin-lid partially taken off, leav- 
ing the face exposed. Thenceforward dur- 
ing all the night of Monday and until the 
remains were closed on Tuesday, there was 
* continuous stream of visitors passing 
through the rotunda of the Court House! 
It Is, of course, imDossible to arrive at 
the exsct number of those who embrac- 
ed the opportunity to look for the 
last time upon all thHt is left of the great 
and good President. The number must be 
reached only approximately. Up to mid- 
night on Monday, it was estimated that 
fully 40,000 bad visited the remains. Be- 
tween midnight and daylight the number 
did not exceed 8,000, but after that they 
were as numerous as ever. Fully 75,000 
passed through the Court House on Tues- 
day, or 125,000 altogether. This is a low es- 
timate. 



Incident at Richmond. 

I was privileged to listen this morning to 
a discussion, in front of the Spottswood 
House, which illustrated in a striking 
manner the "march of opinion." Four 
years ago it would have been unsafe to 
preach abolition doctrine right in the heart 
of Richmond, but that was the doctrine I 
hard proclaimed to-day in the presence of 
a delighted audience. It came about In this 
Way: A civilian visitor, getting into con- 
versation with a young southerner, return* 
sd some remark in favor of the negro. It 
was resented by the stripling, who carried 
a nimble tongue, whereupon the other de« 
dared with emphasis that the loyal blacks 
were "better men tnan white traitors, any 
day." 

The youth, flushing up, said he wouldn't 
submit to such language. It was ungener- 
ous to insult men who acknowledged them- 
selves beaten. "But I tell you," said the 
other, "you shall submit to it; I've come 
down here for the express purpose of say- 
ing in Richmond what I have always been 
free to say in New York. You are worse 
than your slaves; you are even worse than 
the savages of middle Africa, and I'll prove 
it. These savages are fond of trinkets from 
the bones of their victims. So are you. 
Didn't you roast the flesh from the bones of 
our dead soldiers at Bull Run to make fin- 
ger rings and parlor ornaments for yonr 
rebel Jezebels? The savages of Africa have 
a fondness for drinking from the skulls of 
those they have slain in battle, or slaugh- 
tered for their feasts. Haven't you done 
the same thing? 

In Central Africa the negroes divide 
themselves into small tribes, each warring 
against the other, and each boasting an ab- 
solute sovereignty. Have'nt you been try- 
ing to cut up the Union into petty sover- 
eignties, each State striving for an exclu- 
sive dominion? Don't you aim, just as the 
savages of Africa do, to put the weak un- 
der the feet of the strong; don't you op- 
press the defenseless; haven't you starved 
prisoners and murdered in cold blood wo- 
men and children, for no other cause than 
loyalty? Cannibals of Ethiopia are shroud- 
ed in ignorance, but you have sinned in the 
face of light and knowledge; you have 
known better, but refused to be human, 
just because slavery, your nursing mother, 
was born in the lap of the devil, and feeds 
her children on hell broth!'' 

That was strong talk for Richmond, but 
it vat listened to by a sidewalk audience 
of two or three hundred persons — soldiers 
and h( hers — aud was actually applauded. 
The young Southron stamped, raved and 
swore, but it was of no use; his tormenter 
was pitiless, and when the crowd opened to 
let the victim pass, he shot away as if a 
forty-pound ball was at his back! It will 
take some time for this dose, administered 
by a Northern "fanatic," to accomplish a 
perfect digestion.— [Letter in N. Y. Eve.

Discovery of a Paymaster's Cash H v i of 
the Time of Coustantlue. 

A lot of treasure trove has turned up in 
French Alsatia, at the little village of Ehi. 
which was long since ascertained to have 
been the site of the ancient town of Helve- 
tus, and of a Roman camp. Under a slight 
covering of earth some farm laborers have 
just found a mouldering coffer containing 
no less than seventy-five hundred bronze 
coins from the mint ot the Emperor Con- 
stantine, the great ruler of the empires of 
the east and the west. It is supposed that 
this was the military chest of the Eighth 
Roman Legion, known to have been quar- 
tered at this spot, not long before the mid- 
dle of the fourth century, in order to keep 
in check the vast German tribe of the Ale- 
manni. The Legion had evidently made a 
retrogade move for some strategic reason; 
but, confident of resuming its position, the 
paymaster or adjutant had hastily covered 
up the week's pay for his rank and file, to 
be dug up on the return of the forces. But 
the Alemannl advanced in such strength 
that the Legion was cut off to a man, and 
it required all the energy of Julian the 
apostate, who marched thither from Paris, 
to drive back the intruder from the Gallic 
side of the river. All traces of the c«tah 
box was, of course, lost with the destruc- 
tion of the ill-fated legionaries. It is not 
often that a discovery of hidden treasure so 
clearly explains its own history. 

A Woman Whippeb in Libby.— Turner 
who, under rebel rule, had charge of Libby 
Prison, is now enjoying the hospitalities of 
that delectable abode, but in a very differ- 
ent position from that he occupied when he 
lorded it over unfortunate Union prisoners. 
1 have conversed with a colored woman 
who formerly resided in the family of Tur- 
ner, who stales that he frequently stripped 
her back from the shoulders to the waist 
and whipped her with a horsewhip, on the 
••lightest provocation. There is little sym- 
pathy here, even among Southerners, for 
Turner, many of whom regard him as a 
savage, destitute of human feeling. Whi t 
disposition will be made of him has not 
transpired.— [Cor. Phila. Inquirer. 

General Halleck seems to be disposed to 
stop the legitimate multiplication and re- 
production of disloyal people. The fol ow- 
ing is a paragraph of an order issued in 
Richmond, on the 28th of April : 

"Fifth. No marriage license will be issu- 
ed until the parties desiring to be married 
take the oath of allegiance to the U. States, 
and no clergyman, magistrate, or other per- 
son authorized by State laws to perform the 
marriage ceremony, will officiate in such 
capacity, until he himself, and the parties 
contracting matrimony, have taken the pre- 
scribed oath of allegiance."

Passed at the -Second Session of the T\irty- 
Jfighth Congress. 

[Public— No. 82.] 

An act to establish certain post roads. 

Be it enacted by the Senate ami House of 
£tf)reeen(atives of the ! nited States of A mer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That the follow- 
ing be established as post roads:

The appearance of the body had not sen- 
sibly changed. There was the same holy, 
calm expression, and the same placid smile 
resting upon those marble features, and ex- 
cept for their discoloration it was hard to 
believe that Abraham Lincoln was dead.

The people of Fredericksburg are calling 
for protection against bands of Lee's ticket 
of-leave men, who are marauding upon the 
prov > iiotm and property of the inhabitants.

A few notable examples at the 
outset will settle the behavior of the great 
mass of the paroled rebels, by teaching 
them that serious penalties will follow 
any Infringment of the terms on which 
the grace of the Government is extended 
to them. 

The Shooting of Booth.— We find the 
following statements in the National Intel- 
ligencer: 

"The orders direct to the cavalry were 
that Booth should not be shot, but should 
be taken alive if possible. Col. Conger 
found it necessary to knock down several 
men, in order to prevent them from leav- 
ing the ranks to go to the barn and shoot 
Booth. The excitement was intense, aud 
it was with great difficulty that the men 
were restrained. Sergeant Boston Corbett 
le t the ranks without orders, and placing 
the muzzle of his pistol through a crack of 
the barn, fired, and shot Booth through the 
neck. It is a singular coincidence that 
Booth was shot almost in the same place in 
which he shot President Lincoln, ano that 
be died at twenty-two minutes past seven 
o'clock, the same houa and minute at which 
I President Lincoln died.

The Ram Webb. 

This rebel craft which has just gone the 
way of the Merrimac and other rebel crafts, 
was formerly used in New York as a tow- 
l>oat and as an ice breaker in the winter, 
for which purpose she was specially con- 
structed, being of great strength and fitted 
with powerful engines, A few years before 
the war she was purchased by some of the 
New Orleans merchants for the purpose of 
towing the heavily laden ships to and from 
the city. She was noted for her power and 
speed. When the rebellion broke out she 
was still at New Orleans, and was, of 
course, seized by the rebel authorities and 
converted into a ram and gunboat. In the 
iatier part of May, 1861, she seized three 
vessels loaded with oil and made prizei of 
them; but after the establishment of a 
blockade by a Union squadron at the mouth 
of the Mississippi her little privateering in- 
clinations were effectually stopped, and we 
hear little of her again until she attacked, 
with her consort, the ram Queen of the 
West, the iron-clad Indianola, in the Mis- 
sissippi, and, after a desperate struggle, in 
which she rammed her several times, com- 
pelled her to surrender. On the passage of 
the Vieksburg batteries by our fleet the 
Webb retreated to the Red river, which she 
ascended far above Alexandria, where she 
remained until after the failure of Banks' 
expedition up that river, when she came 
down and prepared to run the blockade with 
a load of cotton, or perhaps as a privateer. 
Information of this fact reaching Admiral 
Lee's ears, he dispatched a fleet of iron- 
clads and gunboats to the mouth of the Red 
river, to prevent her escape. Among them 
were the monitor Manhattan and the iron- 
clad Lafayette — the latter a vessel of some 
speed. L nder cover of darkness, however, 
the Webb eluded the blockaders.

U. Yeaman, Uuion can- 
didate for Congress in this district, spoke to 
tlie people of McL.-an county. Many here 
have t*»eti undecided upon the subject of 
the "amendment," but the current of pub- 
lic opinion is now setting in its favor. Such 
arguments as be urges cannot be answered, 
and will learn tbe public mind and produce 
right results. 

In answering objections that have been 
urged to it, Mr. Yeaman showed conclu- 
sively tbe competency and legality of tbe 
ruea-ure, pjot only by an argument drawn 
from the power of amendment as provided 
. in tbe Constitution, and to which tbe sub- 
ject of slavery is no exception, but also by 
the history of tbe clause, showing that an 
attempt was made in theConventiou which 
lrame.i the Constitution to make slavery an 
exception, and the motion was voted 
down. This is conclusive. 

t pou the kiii ject ot compensation heshow- 
ed that Keutucky was in no condition 
to oomplain, as she had taken every oppor- 
tunity to declare by legislative resolve that 
she would not accept compensation of the 
national government; aud showed, beyond 
room for duutil, that an alteration, by Con- 
stitutional Amendment, ot the fundamental 
l»w of the laud, by which the relation of 
master and slave is abolished, is not a 
' taking of private property lor public use" 
within the meaning of the Constitution, 
and is therefore not oue of the cases where 
'•Just compensation" is required of the 
Government. This was the legal view, but 
If it was th.iugbi not the strictly just view, 
be would MMf st !>enehis to be derived 
lrom the amendment with 
market value of Siaves. 

Tbe reunion bad destroyed slavery, and 
•ny contest over its remains would weaken 
the influence of Kentucky in the national 
councils, and defer the healthful reorgani- 
ration mi her labor system, and, withal, we 
would be more prosperous under the new 
system. There ore let it be 
the earliest date. 

I.auuot, in this short letter, give 
synop-is ot the telling condensed argu- 
ments of a speech of an hour and a half. 
W.n. Veam tn deals iu no low appeals to 
passion, but offers facts and arguments to 
the juigment of intelligent men. Neither 
doe* he take hold of the subject like a min- 
cing tender-footed politician, or a man who 
Was ashamed of wnat be held, and was 
apologiring for it; but goes lioldly aud 
pluck lly in o the subject, taking bold of 
the main i*. mis. and what are supposed to 
be the rou^h points, and detends bis posi- 
tion <* itb a spirit, a clearness, a power and 
an eloquence ihat deserve and will receive 
success. In the curse of bis speech he 
paid a glowing tribute to the character and 
worth of Mr. Liucoin. Tbe cause is mov- 
ing, and you may look for a good report

THE PREACHER'S OATH «R"CON- 
QUEUING THEIR PREJUDICES." 

We have been much amused with a cor- 
respondence that has recently taken place 
in Baltimore between Major General Lew 
Wallace and Dr. Joseph J. Bullock, pastor 
of one of the Presbvterian Churches of that 
city. It appears that Dr. Bullock, with 
several other ministers of the city of Balti- 
more bad been suspected and accused of 
disloyalty to tbe National Government and 
sympathy with the Rebellion. Dr. B. de- 
sired to "purge himself of these charges 
and "to talk over the matter" with General 
Wallaeo. The General very willingly as- 
sented to the "purging" process aud sug- 
gested a medicine in the form of an oath 
which he thought exactly suited to such 
• •;.s.-s as Dr. Bullock's. 

We think tbe remedy an excellent one, 
and for cases of suspected loyalty on the 
part of rebel preachers, or preachers in 
sympathy with the rebellion, it goes much 
limber than a dose, or indeed a whole bot- 
tle of castor oil. It pierces even to the 
"very Joints and marrow of rebel sympa- 
thizers*" 

This is the oath that Dr. B., was com- 
pelled to swallow, and we suggest that it 
is a good, honest, loyal purge for all simi- 
lar cases. 

Headquarters Middle Departvient, %th 
Army Ojrps, Baltimore, April 20, 1865.— 
Oath of Allegiance— I, Joseph J. Bullock, of 
the city of Baltimore, do solemnly swear 
that 1 will bear true faith, allegiance, and 
loyalty to the Government of the United 
States, and support, protect, defend, and 
sust .in the Consiitution, Government, and 
laws thereof; that I will maintain the na- 
tional sovereignty in its integrity, any ordi- 
nance, resolution, or law of any State, con- 
vention, or Legislature to the contrary not- 
withstanding; that I will discourage and 
discountenance secession, rebellion, and 
the disruption or severance of tbe Union; 
that I disdain and abjure all faith aud fel- 
lowship with the so-called Confederate 
States and Confederate armies, and pledge 
my property and my life to the sacred per- 
formance of this my solemn oath of allegi 
ance to tbe Government of tbe United 
States. 

And further, I will not attempt to trade 
or have any correspondence directly or in- 
directly, or have any business transactions 
whatever with any person living in tbe so- 
called Confederate States, unless under the 
proper military supervision and approval. 
And that I dothis with a full determination, 
pledge, and purpose, without any mental 
reservation or evasion whatever, and that I 
will well aud faithfully perform all the du- 
ties required of me as a true and loval citi- 
zen of these United States, so help me God. 

Joseph J Bullock. 

Witness-John Woolley, Lieut. Colonel 
and Provost Marshal. 

The Rev. Dr. Bullock will be remembered 
by many of our citizeus as the worthy pre- 
decessor of the notorious Stuart Robinson 
in the pastorate of the Second Presbyterian 
church, in this city. His wife has the mis- 
fortune to be the sister of that prince of 
traitors, John C. Breckinridge, the rebel 
Secretary of War. His oldest son, under

With this state of existing facta, tbe case 
of Dr. B., in standing up and taking tbe 
"loyal preachers' oath," as above stated, is 
a remarkable exemplification of "conquer- 
ing one's prejudices," and also of "loyalty 
under difficulties." We suppose that Dr. 
B. begins to think that it "costs something 
to be loyal" these times in the city of Bal- 
timore. It gives us pleasure to add that Dr. 
B., aside from his former sympathies and 
desires, is a faithful preacher of the gospel, 
and a most estimable gentleman. We have 
uo doubt he will honestly observe the obli- 
gations of his oath. We have beard it 
hinted that the "loyal preachers' oath," will 
soon be introduced into Kentucky. It is 
certainly sorely n eeded. 

THE WORD « MOUTH.*' 

Many inquiries have been made of late 
with regard to the origin oi the word 
"South," and its distinctive meaning as 
used by the Southern Methodists of this re- 
gion. Some have said it was constructive- 
ly incidental and some have advanced oth- 
er reasons. On page 232 of the History of 
tbe Organizati n of the Mettaodiet Episco- 
pal Church "South" is the following reso- 
lution:

tion of the General < 'on ("ere nee of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, as at present con- 
stituted; and accordingly we, the delegates 
of said anuual conference, acting under the 
provisional plan of separation adopted by 
the Geueral Coufereuce of 1844, do solemn- 
ly declare the jurisdiction hitherto exercis- 
ed by the Geueral Conference of tbe Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church entirely dissolv- 
ed, and that said annual conferences shall 
be and they hereby are constituted a separ- 
ate ecclesiastical convention under tbe pro- 
visional plan ot separation aforesaid, and 
based upon tbe Discipline of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, comprehending the do'- 
tnues and entire moral, ecclesiastical, and 
economical rules and regulations of said 
Discipline, except ou'y in so far as verbal 
alterations may be necessary to a distinct 
organization, and to be known by the style 
nod title of "the " 



Whether the Discipline above referred to 
lias been faithfully observed by the Church 
Socrii is not a matter of question at this 
time. The word "South' ' is a part of the 
legal title of said church, and no certificate 
of pastor or other paper issuing therefrom 
can be a valid document without it. 

Large Immigration In Prospect. 

There can be no doubt, says the New 
York Herald, that an immense immigra- 
tion will set in, now that the war is over, 
and the country is ready to resume its old 
habita of commerce and* manufacture. Al- 
ready we observe by the Irish papers that 
the peasantry of that country are preparing 
to make a great spring exodus. The peo- 
ple of the Old World a e well convinced by 
this time that this is he most prosperous 
c .untry on tbe face of tbe earth; that it 
possesses the best and finest government to 
live under, and that it is the freest and hap- 
piest spot where men can dwell; and they 
will not fail under the present cheeriBg 
circumstances, to avail themselves in large 
numbers of these ad vantages. For the past 
tour years emigration has been considerably 
retarded by the disturbed state of the coun- 
try, and people in all parts of Europe have 
been wa ting anxiously for the settlement 
ofourdiffi ul ties to transfer their fortunes 
to this land. The opportunity has now ar- 
rived, and we may therefore anticipate a 
great influx of fresh bona and sinew, labor, 
skill and industry, all of which will be 
most welcome and moat timely in the de- 
velopment of the vast resources of the 
country.

We are expending all our just indigna- 
tion, our wrong doing, upon one object 
Our public journals come to us full of wrath 
over one criminal. The capture of the as- 
sassin Booth is dwelt upon, and the details 
of his terrible death, with all the anguish 
of his parting moments, given as if he were 
the only criminal and his capture and death 
our only duty. Even after the soul has 
fled to its fearful account, cunning ingenui- 
ty is taxed for abuse of the miserable body. 
For example, a meeting of citizens is held 
in Dayton, and a resolution passed unani- 
mously calling upon the Government to 
carry the decaying remains of the murder- 
er to* mid-ocean that, as the reso'ution says, 
the earth may not be polluted— and this 
was telegraphed to Secretary Stanton. 

While we are thus expending our rage 
upon the'dishonored dead, a guard of honor 
protects the residence of Robert E. Lee in 
Richmond, and when that great criminal 
appears soldiers cheer and officers touch 
their ca|». In the one murder we lose sight 
of the hundreds of thousands on bloody 
battle-fields, and the crowded prisons where 
men died of starvation, under tbe guidance 
and control ot leaders who are responsible 
for those cruelties as they are responsible 
for this one assassination. 

We must not be understood as advocating 
vengeance in any sense of the word — but 
we do ask, in merey to the people at large, 
evenhanded justice. Crimes should be pun- 
ished, not from a feeling ot revenge— th»t 
would be brutal and senseless— but that 
society may be protected and law and or- 
der sustained. Send the remains of the 
wretched assassin to his poor heart-broken 
mother— and arrest Davis, Lee and other 
leaders of the rebellion, and put them on 
trial for treason. Let us in all things act 
like Christians, and not descend to the ex- 
ercise of low passions that, in the end tell 
fatally on the actors. 

Enoch Ardeu lu Iowa. 

An Iowa paper has the following story, 
which recalls the incidents of Tennyson's 
poem :|"Thirty months ago a German, living 
on White street, Dubuque, Iowa, volunteer- 
ed with the Twenty first Iowa infantry and 
went to the war. We shall call him 
Schmidt for short He left a wife who was 
rather good-looking, quite industrious, very 
frugal and chilless. Time rolled on, and 
Schmidt, says the Dubuque Times, went 
with his regiment to Vicksburg. There he 
was shot one day and was left for dead on 
the field. The sad intelligence was sent to 
his wife by his captain, and she immediate- 
ly obtained the assistance of a lawyer, se- 
cured his back pay and a widow's pension. 
She drew the latter regularly, and, with 
what she earned, managed to live com- 
fortably. In a few months she attracted 
the attention of one Schones, a miller by 
occupation. He wooed and won, and for 
him she gave up the pension. They were 
married last summer. The course of true 
love ran smooth with tBem until last Sat- 
urday morning, when, just after they had 
finished breakfast, Mr. Schmidt, the first 
husband, opened tbe door and walked in ! 

"Here was a tlx!" Mrs. — what would her 
name be in such a case? — shrieked; Mr. 
Scbones turned pale and trembled, for 
Schmidt looked vengeance after he had 
surveyed the scene a moment and taken all 
its meaning in. After several minutes of 
silence, Schones revived, and boldly asked, 
'What is to be done?' Schmidt sat dowu, 
and told his story. He was wounded, not 
severely, uear Vicksburg, and taken pris- 
oner, and the rebels carried him away with 
them. From time to time he bad been in 
southern prisons until three weeks since, 
when he was exchanged. He came to Du- 
buque as soon as he could, and hastened to 
his home. He received no intimation of 
his wife's marriage until he entered the 
house that morning. As he concluded his 
story, his feelings overcome him, and be 
wept, and she wept also. But it all ended 
in the second husband's refusal to give the 
wife up. She, we are informed, refuescd to 
express a preference, and said the two men 
might settle the matter between them- 
selves. For four days both men kept very 
close to the house, and bad many ardent 
discussions over their difficulty. But the 
matter ended on Wednesday last. The re- 
turned husband offered Schones twenty-five 
dollars to evacuate the premi-es and leave 
him . : n possession of 'Annie.' Schones ac- 
OBptOd tint oiler, pocketed the money and 
left. Schmidt is now with his wife." 

On Husbanding Animal Excrements. 

I have made a few extracts from Dana's 
Muck Manuel. I wish to know if his ideas 
can be carried out in practice. If they can, 
thus manure enough for all practical purpos- 
es that can be secured by using muck. I It- 
says there is "In every 100 lbs. of granite, 
7% tt»s. of Potash and tbs. of lime. Differ 
as opinion may about the how and why of 
the operatiou of lime and alkali, it is evi- 
dentt that unexhausted stores of these sub- 
stances are already in barren pine plaius. 
The lime in such soil (which he describes,) 
would be enough to supply that contained in 
•a crop of rye, at twenty bushels, for 7400 
years. Wheat does not differ much from 
rye, and it will be seen that tbe actual 
amount of lime and potash in what is call- 
ed a poor soil, will hardly begin to dimin- 
ish at the end of a long lease, cropping 
every year thirty bushels «>f wheat per 
acre." 

Again he says, "One cow daily produces 
in excrements, salt of lime sufficient for 4? 3 
bushels of com, and the annual product is 
sufficient to supply the grain and straw of 
a crop of 140 bushels of rye. Tbe quantity 
of liquid manure produced by one cow an- 
nually is equal to fertilizing 1} acres of 
ground, producing effects as durable as do 
the solid excrements." Does any one be- 
lieve that the yearly excrements of one cow 
will fertilize 2\i acres of land and keep it in 
good heart ? Who has proved it by practi- 
cal experiment? Again he says: "A cord 
of loam saturated with uriue is equal to a 
cord of the best rotted dung." This is the 
truth according to my experience: let the 
urine all be saved, and much fertilizing 
matter is added to the manure heap. He 
continues : "Every pint of human urine 
will produce a pound of wheat. Every 
pound of ammonia is eqnal to a bushel of 
grain. Every man evacuates annually 
enough salts to manure au acre of land. 
Some form of geine only is to be added to 
keep the land in heart." 

After all this talk, he is doubtful about 
the farmer having eLough fertilizing mat- 
tar. Thus he talks: "But with all the 
farmer's care, with every convenience for 
collecting and preserving the animal prod- 
ucts, still the amount so collected is often 
quite inadequate to the wants of the farmer 
<>t small means." This is my experience 
after takii.g all the pains that I can, and 
thus I am fearful it will ever be; but let 
farmers save both solid and liquid, and in 
this way the quantity of manure can be 
doubled. The taking care of tbe solids and 
letting the liquids run to waste, is like sav- 
ihgat the spigot and letting out at the bung. 
Hoping to hear from others I will pause.— 
[L. G. B. in Boston Cultivator.

A coffee or tea set, formerly used by Jell'. 
Davis, and soid at auction, with a quantity 
of silver plate, just previous to the evacua- 
tion of the city by the Kebels, was present- 
ed to President Johnson by a gentleman of 
Richmond, who purchased the article at the 
auction sale. The coffee or tea set in ques- 
tion is a perfect miniature or fac-simile of 
a railroad locomotive, with tender attach- 
ed. The locomotive boiler receives coffee 
or tea, makes aud discharges it through a 
spiggot, a steam whistle indicating when 
the tea or coffee is ready. 

The boiler of the locomotive is of porce- 
lain, and the figure of the fireman, of the 
same material, appears on the locomotive 
vigorously ringing the bell, which we sup- 
pose means, the breakfast, dinner, or sup- 
per bell. Tbe tender which is an admixture 
of brass and other material, carries sugar 
in an elegant caisson, with goblet for Cog- 
nacs, and stunniug small cut glasses. The 
8idss of the tender are embellished with 
racks for segars. 

The most curious contrivance of all Is the 
secret music box located somewhere in the 
tender, which being set, plays eight popu- 
lar airs, sufficient in length to entertain a 
supper, dinner or breakfast-table. The 
whole establishment, engine and tender, 
rests upon two beautiful enameled waiters. 
Upon the side of the locomotiue, in minia- 
ture, is e .oiazonecr*, "President Jefferson 
Davis"— showing that the testimonial loco- 
tive and tender were built expressly for his 
use and pleasure. Upon the front, just 
above where the cow-catcher ought to be, 
appears the Confederate national banner 
and battle-flag entwined with the national 
ensign of France.— [Phil. Inquirer. 

Com. W m. Wm Mr K can. 

Commodore Wm. W. McKean died on the 
22d ult, at his residence, near Binghamp- 
ton, N'. Y., after a shoit illness. Commo- 
dore McKean was a Philadelphian by birth; 
he was sou of the late Hon. Jos. McKean, 
and grandson Of GOT. McKean, of Penn- 
sylvania, one of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. He had been in the 
service for over half a century, filling many 
responsible positions. When in command 
ol tbe steam frigate Niagara, he took 
out the Japanese Commissioners, after 
their visit to the United States, and on his 
return, immediately sailed in the same ship 
to take command of the Gulf Squadron, 
where he rendered most important service. 
Commodore McKean was one of the noblest 
officers in our navy, remarkable for his in- 
tegrity of purpose and loyalty, and regard- 
edin the service as an officer of the highest 
standing. His character was his constancy 
as an humble and devoted Christian. His 
vessel, at one time, was described as literally 
a "Bethel." He has died crowned with the 
respect, confidence, and love, not only of 
the community in which he resided, but of 
all who have been permitted to meet him 
tluring his varied life. He was sixty-five 
years old. 

The Shadow on the Wall. 

In the Parisian Journal Des Debats, of 
the 14th ultimo, there are some interesting 
speculative opinions respecting the event 
of the French occupation of Mexico, and 
its results when the unity of the United 
States is again restored. With species of 
prevision that the rebellion of the Southern 
States is drawing to a close, it looks on the 
attitude of France with regard to the 
avowed policy of this country in a doubt 
which is somewhat akin to fear. After 
giving the reasons which are immediately 
opposed to the withdrawal of tbe French 
troops, it continues thus: "If we are still 
in Mexico when peace is re-established 
between the North and South of the great 
American republic, may we not fear that 
we shall find ourselves drawn into a con- 
flict with the United States. The Minister 
of State and M. Corta certainly assert that 
this danger is purely imaginary; but that 
assurance, which we should be glad to see 
confirmed by events, can only have for the 
present the very limited value of a personal 
opinion." 

The Opinion Nat-ionale tak«s almost the 
same view, and settles the question mooted 
by Mr. Corta, of the Army of the United 
States being a mercenary one, by the fol- 
lowing briefly honorable statement : "Offi- 
cial figures enable us to affirm that the 
army In question consists of seventy-six 
per cent of native Americans, nineteen per 
cent of nationalized strangers, and hardly 
tive per cent of real foreigners." From 
these significant hints of the direction taken 
'by public opinion in Pari*, which really 
represents tbe political intelligence of 
France, it is obvious that the French mind 
regards the occupation of Mexico very du- 
biously. These articles apppeared on April 
14, when the intelligence of the Fall of 
Richmond had not yet reached the Euro- 
pean capitals. It has reache I them now, 
t>nd although the effect of this news upon 
the mind of the French Emperor is un- 
known, we should desire his attention to be 
given to that shadow upon the wall which 
is daily growing into the bolder aud more 
ominous relief indicative of our future des- 
tinj', not only upon this continent, but with 
regard also to the more exclusively Euro- 
pean politics of the various Governments 
on the fnrther side of the Atlantic.-[Phil. 
Press.

The Plague— a Carious Chain of 



It would appear tfiat the plague or some 
drher fearful epidemic has long been antici- 
pated in Germany. The first Napoleon, 
who waa very superstitious, aa many great 
men have been and are, placed great reli- 
ance in tbe predictions of the celebrated 
Mile. Lenoruiand, well known asaprd|>bet 
in Paris for nearly forty years, and also the 
confidnnte of his wife. 

At the Congress of Aix la Chapelle, held 
in 181K, when Napoleon was a captive in St. 
Helena, this same Lenormand attracted 
much attentidn among the sovereigns, and 
succeeded in particularly interesting the 
5^?®l? r , Ale *»"der of Russia, who, in- 
deed, had ;i strong tendency to mysticism 
and pietism, whieh waa fo8Ured by hiH 
Iriendly intercourse with Madame Cruden- 
er, a lebgious visionary, as well as an 
avowed seer. Lenormand and Krudener 

CtaSr i\ d f 0 ' 1 ""* 8 ." but predicted, 
boldly and largely, aa to the events of na- 
tions, and it connot be denied that their 
mysterious sentences had weight with the 
masses, particularly in Germany. 

In 1853 a small pamphlet was published 
in Germany, professing to contain a seriee 
of prophetic revelations found among the 
papers of Lenormand, who had died ten 
years bef re, at au advanced age. It is no- 
torious that this publication excited great 
attention, aud obtained large credence 
throughout Germany. It announced, 
among other eveuts*, that In the year 18f>3 
there would he a Kuropean war upon Rus- 
sian soil, in which the eagle and the leop- 
ard would closely hug the bear (the elder 
Napoleon always having declared that the 
leopard, not the Hon, was the symbolic an- 
imal of England); that after peace had been 
restored, the elephant (India) would at- 
tempt to trample dowu the leopard (Eng- 
land), but would not succeed; that follow- 
ing the war between Russia, England and 
France would be uu immense emigration 
from Germany to the west (United States 
for many years; that the emigrants won hi 
prosper in their new home, but a time 
would come wheti civil war would make 
them desire that they had not left their 
faderland; that, after the civil war had 
fearfully raged for four years, peace would 
be restored, aud remarkable prosperity en- 
sue, and that, about the time war in the 
west had ended, a fearful sickness , com- 
mencing in Kussia, would extend across tbe 
Baltic, desolate Germany, cause immense 
mortality in Eugland, and then simultane- 
ously spread to the east and the west. 

S5L,The Philadelphia Ledger gives the 
follDwing concerning an interesting experi- 
ment made on t'hestnut street, with a pa- 
tent arrangement for preventing accidents 
on passenger railways :
